Injured in Wreck. 


Hampstead, Md.;Oct. 21.—Four York 


county men returning from a visit to 
Camp Meade, Admiral, Md., were injured 
today at 7 p. m , when a Western Mary- 
land railway passenger train struck and 
wrecked an automobile at the Hanover 
and Baltimore pike grade crossing, a quart- 
er ,pf a mile from the local station. The 
injured, who are in the Union Protestant 
infirmary, Baltimore, are: John Rauby, 
20 years old, of Thomasville, fractured 
skull and bruises of the body. Condition 
serious. Luther Gross, 19 years old, near 
Thomasville, broken thigh and bruises of 
body. Samuel Stambaugh, Thomasville, 
45 years old, bruises and cuts on the head. 
George Thomas, La Bott, bruises and cuts 
about face and head. The train which 
struck the machine was the one due here 
at 7 p. m., from Baltimore, and had just 
pulled out of the station, but had gained 
considerable speed. The automobile was 
going down grade and while the occupants 
saw the train approaching at a distance 
of 25 feet it was too late for Stambaugh, 
who was driving to stop. When struck 
the machine was driven 25 feet up the 
track and rolled over tw'ce, pinning the 
four men beneath. Another man was 
thrown out and escaped with minor bruis- 
es. Samuel Stambaugh, is the son of 
Thomas Stambaugh; Luther Gross, of H. 
G. Gross, and George Thomas, of MrsJ

Wants Revenge. 


His patriotism thoroughly arou«ed by 


the accounts of the sinking of the United 
States transport Antilles by a turpedo 
from a German submarine, Charles E 
Games, 16 year-old son of William Games, 
of Hanover, asked to be excused from 
work on Saturday morning at the Hano- 
ver Shoe company's factory, where be is 
employed. He boarded a car for York, 
and upon arriving there went directly to 
the office of Sergeant Wall, recruiting of- 
ficer, to plead to that official to be allow- 
ed to join the army, that he might do his 
share to avenge the lives of the some 60 
men drowned when the ship sank. The 
young would-be recruit is of slight stature, 
weighing only "84 pounds. He is also 
nearly six inches under height. When 
enlistment was refused him, despite the 
consolation offered him by -Sergeant Wall 
that he would soon be IS and that until 
that time he would grow sufficiently to 
qualify for enlistment, the little patriot 
left the office in tears, replying that as 
soon as be was old enough he would "get 
them Germans all right."

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Child Hit by Motorcycle 


Never Regained Senses. 


William' son of Mr. and Mrs. Claude H 


Hartimui, of Hanover, died at the Hahnc- 
monu Hospital, Philadelphia, Thursday 
night at 9:30 o'clock, following an opera- 
tion for the removal of a blood clot on the 
brain. The child who was 3 years of age, 
was knocked clown and dragged by a reck- 
less motorcyclist, on Sunday afteraoon, on 
a road neur Manchester, causing concus- 
sion of the brain and paralysis, from which 
he never regained consciousness. The iden- 
tity of the man could not be learned. The 
child was struck in crossing the road, while 
his parents, who were taking an auto ride, 
had stopped to pick flowers. After re- 
maining in an. unconscious condition for 
several days, the child was taken to the 
hospital on Wednesday evening, in the 
hope that an operation might save his life, 
but the blood clot was embedded deep in 
the brain and could not be reached.

38 Denied Exemption. 


Thirty-eight more young men from Ad- 


ams County have had their claims for ex- 
emption refused by the District Board. 
Of this number all asked freedom from 
military service on the ground of agricul- 
tural or industrial nativities, the great ma- 
jority asking exemption on the former 
grounds. Thirty-one young men, who 
passed the physical tests and asked no ex- 
emption, have been certified back from 
the District Board to the Local Board 
and are now ready for the next call to go 
to Camp Meade. In addition, seven color- 
ed men, Reuben Lyles, Walter Daniels, 
George S. C irter, Freeman Stanton. John 
S. Williams, Joseph A. Williams and Ad- 
rian Crampton all of Gettysburg, have 
been certified back to the board and will 
go to Camp Meade on Saturday, the date 
for the first movement of drafted negro 
troops to' the cantonment-* 
This brings 


the total of available men, and men al- 
ready sent, to 206, leaving 35 yet to be 
secured to fill Adams County's quota. 


Thus far, the Local Board has examin- 


ed 1492 of the 2428 regiseered men, and 
in this number are many who did not ask 
exemption and whose names have not 
yet been retsirned, so that it is not f(-lt 
that many more will have to be called be- 
fore the final section of the contingent is 
secured. Included in the 31 physically 
fit men certified for the next contingent, 
and who do not ask exemption, are 19 
who in some way or other wer? overlook- 
ed at Harrisburg when- the first list was 
sent back weeks a^o, and before the first 
contingent left. Normally some or all of 
them would hare been in that outfit but, 
thru the mistake, they have just that 
much more time at home before leaving 
This mistake was thru no fault of the Ad- 
ams County Board. The G

rope affirm their belief that the entente 
allies will be able to confront Ilinden- 
burg with a far harsher problem in 
1918 than they could have hoped to 
put up to him in 1017. 


Next spring the British army will 


still be at top strength, for in the past 
summer Ilaig has put forth nothing 
like his maximum effort, and in con- 
sequence has suffered losses far below 
the figure.s anticipated at the British 
war oflke. When it was seen that the 
Russian army must drop out of all 
offensive plans this summer and that 
Germany would be able to develop an 
unexpected strength upon the western 
front, the Franco-British policy natur- 
ally became more conservative.

chasing a thief, he jumped down a 20- 
foot embankment, suffering a sprained 
ankle.

In a 20-foot human chain which res- 
cued a man who had fallen In a well 
and was ne,ck deep in quicksand. In 
1913 he arrested 12 foreigners at a 
clip and stopped a runaway by chok- 
ing a bridleless horse Into submission. 
Things were dull for Murphy until 
September 19, 1915, when he was ap- 
pointed motorcycle policeman. 
He 


was run over by an automobile that 
year. Later a towing line became en- 
tangled with his wheel and he was 
dragged 50 feet. The following spring 
a fork on his wheel broke and he suf- 
fered internal injuries. In September, 
1916, he was thrown 80 feet on Man- 
hattan bridge, and finally on January 
27,1917, when he was slated for retire* 
ment, he fell and fractured his knee 
cap. 
Murphy, however, still retains 


the characteristics of his youth, and 
tvers he Is good for many more stunt*.

(my radical alteration in the war map 
of France and Flanders. 
Millions of sweater.s, socks, paper 
suits, rubber Wellington boots, head 
wraps, nuiillers, gloves and mittens 
are beginning to How out from fac­ 
tory and home to the French poll us 
and British Tommies, 
hundreds of 
thousands of whom are facing their 
fourth winter period In the trenches. 
The comfort of the fighting man is 
so carefully studied now, after three 
yeK.'o’ experience, that nothing will be 
overlooked to make the coming harsh 
(rial bearable. 
Practically all the way from Nieu- 
port to Verdun the armies are in quar­ 
ters totally different' from those they 
occupied last winter; with the excep­ 
tion of one or two stretches — as 
around La l^assee tmd the Argonne— 
(he French and British are stationed In 
(»apturiHl German lines. 
Throughout 
the spring and summer tho men have 
shown little inellnation to dig, feeling 
that In view of the possinlllty of a 
further move -forward, just enough 
shelter was good enough for the time 
being. 
Turning over earth has never 
a])pealed to any infantry in this war, 
but necessity is likely to force them to 
do a lot .of it in order to i)rovide them- 
si'Ives with 
snug and well-drained 
trenches for the winter. 
Little Change in Line. 
Until next si)iing the western line 
is not likely to vary to any great ex­ 
tent, unk'ss tho tottilly unexpected 
happcMis. 
High winds, nu)rning and 
evening mists, snow Hurries and rain 
will limit the usefulne.ss of the air- 
l)lane and diminish the enormous help 
It glvi's nowadays in every big oiTen- 
sive.

Tough Problem for Enemy. 


As the .situation stands at present, 
with the United States adding her 
mighty pow'cr to the common lot, and 
with a still unextinguished hope that 
the Lluscovites may bo brought*back 
to their old aggressive fighting, men 
belonging to the inner circles of Eur- 
rope afiflrm their belief that the entente 
allies will bo able to confront Ilinden- 
burg with a far harsher problem in 
1918 than they could have hoped to 
put up to him in 1917. 
Next spring the British army w’ill 
still be at top strength, for in the past 
summer Haig has put forth nothing 
like his maximum effort, and in con­ 
sequence has suffered losses far below 
the figures anticipated at the British 
war ofiice. When it w’as seen that the 
Russian army must drop out of all 
offensive plans this summer and that 
Germany would be able to develop an 
unexpected strength upon the western 
front, the Franco-British policy natur­ 
ally became more conservative.

A total of 23 students at Gettysburg 


college will receive a minimum sum of $200 
with an added $50 if needed to assist 
them in financing their studies this year, 
according to action taken Wednesday 
morning by the West Pennsylvania Luth- 
eran synod in sessions at York The Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Baker, Gettysburg, chairman of 
the Ministerial Educational committee, 
made this recommendation. The Adams 
County Conference committee appointed 
is as follows: Rev. J. B. Baker, Rev 8. F 
Floto, Rev. S. A. Diehl, Paul H. Mickley, 
C. O. Sowers, and E. W. Lightner. In 
the Adams county conference $8,621 was 
spent last year on improvements to 
churches. At present there are nine va- 
cant charges in the eynod, including Fair* 
field and New Chester. The Rev. C. \V - 
Baker, of town was appointed chairman 
of the committee on State of Religion. 
His con, Chas. Baker, of town, was li- 
censed to preach. 


In order to provide entertainments for 


the soldiers at Gettysburg, the synod ap- 
pointed a Soldier's Welfare commission. 
The commission will look after the reli* 
gious welfare of the men at the Battlefield 
town cantonment and provide wholesome 
entertainment for them. The membeis 
of the Soldiers' Welfare body are the Rev. 
Messrs A. E Wagner, J. B. Baker and 
W. W. Fleck and Laymen Amos Eckert 
and E. P. Miller. The Maryland synod 
in session last week at Washington, D C., 
decided to pay $800 a year for three years 
to go toward the maintenance of the stu- 
dents of the Lutheran Theological Semi- 
nary, Gettysburg. 
The fund from which 


coal and supplies are purchased for the 
seminary at Gettysburg was increased 
from $550 to S750 for the next year. The 
debt which the synod has been carrying 
for a number of years for beneficial educa- 
tion, was cancelled. Ministers or lay del- 
egates pledged themselves amounts vary- 
ing from 810 to $100 A committee of 
three was named from each conference in 
the bounds of the synod to readjust 
boundaries of charges as may be mutually 
advantageous and to keep before them 
the standard that each charge should give 
$1,000 a year with parsonage.

New York Daredevil Is Now Re­ 
tired 
Member 
of 
the 
Police Force. 


During Last Sixteen Months of Serv­ 
ice He Was in Five HospKais— 
Won Fame as Bicycle 
Rider. 


New York,—Charles M. Murphy, re­ 
tired member ^of the New York po­ 
lice force, figured in five accidents dur­ 
ing the last 10 months he was on duty, 
any one of which would have been 
sufllclent to kill an ordinary man. He 
rounded out lils active career as a 
patrolman while on his way to the 
ofllce to turn in his badge by falling 
and fracturing his knee cap. 
Now 
he is a bit curious to know just why 
all these misfortunes have befallen 
him and why he is alive to recount his 
experiences. 
Murphy is little known as a police­ 
man. 
In the days of his youth, 20 
or more years ago, he was the speedi­ 
est bicycle rider in the %vorld. 
First Mishap at Three Years. 
When Murphy was throe years of 
age a fire broke out in the ^lurphy 
home in Brooklyn. 
In a panicky rush 
to call for assistance, his mother 
dropped Charles in the flames. He was 
scoi'chcd, no more. 
At ten he was ren­ 
dered 
unconscious 
while 
coasting. 
When Murphy was eleven the family 
horse was kill'^d in a runaway and the 
family 
scattered 
about the street. 
Charles suffered only scratches. 
At 
fourteen he crashed into an iron post 
while running from the ‘‘cops*’ and was 
rendered imconscious. 
AVhen he was 
eighteen Murphy was di’ivlng a spir­ 
ited horse that ran away at the sound 
of a fire alarm. 
He \vas dragged 50 
yards and was shaken up. 
During that same year an engineer 
was stunned by a stone thrown by a 
boy. Murphy raced the engine, mount­ 
ed the cabin and shut off the throttle. 
When twenty he came near drown­ 
ing while leaving his ship in the Bra­ 
zilian harbor of Bahia.

fifth year opened with a mishap on 
January 1 when he' and a motornian 
wore picked from a street car wreck 
and Murphy was believed crippled for 
life. 


Racer and New York Policeman. 
When twenty-seven, Murphy was 
rendered unconscious while racing at 
Manhattan Beach. 
Next morning the 
doctor found him worlcing out on the 
track. 
In 1899,‘when he was twenty- 
nine years of age, he won the cogno­ 
men "Jlile-a-Minute” Murphy, 
In 1901 
he was appointed a member of the New 
York police force. The next year Mur­ 
phy and his brother built a tandem 
bicycle driven by a steam engine and 
hoped to speed three miles a minute. 
The engine broke loose, fell on Chai-les, 
and came near killing him. 
In 1D03 
he started a fight with 10 gangsters 
and would have been killed but for the 
arrival of reserves. 
In 1905, while 
chasing a thief, he jumped down a 20- 
foot embankment, suffering a sprained 
ankle. 
In 1000 ho formed the bottom link 
in a 20-foot human chain which res­ 
cued a man who had fallen In a well 
and was n<ick deep in quicksand. 
In 
1013 he arrested 12 foreigners at a 
clip and stopped a runaway by chok­ 
ing a brldleless horse Into submission. 
Things were dull for Murphy until 
September 19, 1915, when he was ap­ 
pointed 
motorcycle 
policeman. 
He 
was x’un over by an automobile that 
year. 
Later a towing line became en­ 
tangled with his wheel and he was 
dragged 50 feet. 
The following spring 
a fork on his wlieel broke and he suf­ 
fered internal injuries. 
In September, 
1916, he was thrown 80 feet on Man­ 
hattan bridge, and finally on January 
27,1917, when he was slated for retire­ 
ment, ho fell and fractured his knee 
cap. 
Murphy, however, still retains 
the characteristics of his youth, and 
avers he Is good for many more stunts.,

Camp Libraries to Supply Soldiers 


With Best Reading Matter 


Nothing is being left undone for the 


comfort and mental recreation of the 
men who are preparing to serve their 
country In the various training camps 
and cantonments throughout the coun- 
try. The Y. M. C. A. was early in the 
Held and besides Its mucy activities, 
providing for the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the men, it did nil It could 
to provide proper reading matter for 
them. But the need of libraries fur- 
nished ID a more adequate and scien- 
tific way was so largely felt that the 
United States government requested 
the American Library association to 
undertake the work. 


At once, It was decided to raise a 


million-dollar war fund; not so much 
for the purchase of books as for the 
erection of suitable library buildings 
ot every cantonment; for the transpor- 
tation of books and for the purpose of 
securing the service of skilled librari- 
ans. The first step In the formation of 
the organization in charge of tbe mil- 
lion-dollar war fund was the appoint 
ment b.v Secretary of War Newton D 
Baker of ten nationally known men 
and women to constitute a library wai 
council. 


United, and co-operating with the 


war sen ice committee are most of 
(he prominent authors of the United 
States; practically all of the publish- 
ers, who have proved willing volun- 
teers; and practically all of the leading 
members of the library profession. All 
these are working in conjunction with 
the library war council, the commis- 
sion on training camp acthities and 
the war department itself. 


One of the heaviest items of expense 


at the beginning of tin,- work is the 
erection of 32 camp-library buildings 
nt the various, cantonments througbou 
the country. Each building will be 40 
by 120 feet iif size, one-story high, and 
will have accommodations for 8,000 01 
10.000 books, newspapers and maga- 
zines, and living quarters for the staff. 
It is hoped and expected that each of 
these libraries w i l l be in charge of a 
trained librarian. In each camp It is 
planned to have a library headquarters 
with books rmrt periodicals for read- 
ing-room use, together with a system 
of distributing agencies; affording to 
the soldiers n kind of first-class city 
public library service. 


A careful survey of the entire field 


determined tl'at $1 is the amount nec- 
essary for tbe purchase, maintenance 


and circulation of one book. One dol- 
lar, It has been figured, will furnish a 
book, keep it In circulation until It Is 
worn out, replace it when it is retired 
for physical disability, and all the time 
pay a share of the expense of properly 
housing and caring for these libraries 
In the various camps. 
** 


It is not to be imagined that the stu- 


pendous task of furnishing the sol- 
diers with books; equipping, establish- 
ing and maintaining libraries, both sta- 
tionary and traveling, Is undertaken 
with, primarily, an educational Idea. 
The books are needed not only to pro- 
vide recreation for the soldiers when 
they are off duty, but to help coun- 
teract evil influences in the vicinities 
of the camps and cantonments. Books 
to read will help to make the camps so 
wholesome and attractive that the 
forces that tend to take men away 
from their duty will lose, at least part, 
of their charm. 


There is no desire on the part of the 


American Library association nor the 
library i\ar council to thrust educa- 
tional books at the heads of men al- 
ready tiivd from tiaining and from 
fighting and who would desire recreat 
lion rather than the acquisition of 
knowledge. The aim h;rs been and will 
be to provide in abundaiftre wilumes of 
short --tories and run els of the more 
popular sort; and tjicse when they arc 
purchased, from the present fund, will 
be selected with all the acumen that 
comes to men whose lives have been 
spent in library sen-vice. A tentative

rlght^ But every man can be a soldier. How inuih there is bound up 
in tho'se three little words! You'll know yourself, after awhile. A real, 
dyed-! n-the-wool American soldier, of course, is a gentleman, too. . . . 


However, there is bound to be a chance to win your chevrons. 


I've never yet seen the man who tried hard for promotion, if he tried 
honorably, who came out of'it a private. In spite cf their bluff military 
manners, officers are just like you under tlte^kiu; they are quick to 
recognize, and they are most heartily glad to recognize, the golden 
qualities of a soldier and a gentleman in an enlisted man. Remember 
that too! 


Also, remember this: You are ift the service to fight for your coun- 


try, and not to make soldiering a trade; you are going across the At- 
lantic for the purpose of whipping Germany, and for no other reason.

NEW OXFORD ITEM. NEW OXFORD. FA. 
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Cam p Libraries to Supply Soldiers 
With Best Reading Matter 
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Nothing is boiiii: loft iindono for Iho 
oonifort nnd inontal rorroation of Iho 
inon wlio nro propniing to sorvo thoir 
country In the various training camps 
nncl oantonnionts throughout llio coun­ 
try. 
The Y. II. C. A. was early in tho 
field and bosldos its numy activilios, 
providing for the moral and spiritual 
welfare of tho men. it did all it could 
to provide proper reading m atter for 
them. 
But the need of libraries fur 
nished In n more ndoquate and scion 
tiflc way was so largely felt that tho 
United Rtntes government requested 
the American Library association to 
undertake tho work. 
At once. It was decided to raise a 
niillion-doUar w»ar fu n d ; not so much 
for the purchase of books as for the 
erection of suitable library buildings 
nt every cantonm ent; for the transpor­ 
tation of books and for tho purpose of 
securing the service of skilled librari­ 
ans. Tho first stop in the formation of 
the organization in charge of tho mil­ 
lion-dollar w’ar fund was the appoinl- 
monl by Secretary of W ar Nowton D. 
Baker of ten nationally known nuMi 
and women to constitute a library war 
council. 
United, and co-operating with tlio 
war service committee are most of 
the prominent authors of the United 
States; i^ractically all of tho pul)llsh- 
ers, who have proved willing volun­ 
teers; and practically all of the leading 
members of tho library profession. All 
those are working In conjunction with 
the library w ar council, tlie commis- 
.sion on training camp activities and 
the war department iti^elf. 
One of tbe heaviest Items of oxpoiiso 
at tlio beginning of tho work Is the 
erection of 82 canip-library l)uildings 
at the varioua cantonments throughout 
the country. 
Each building will be 40 
by ItiO feet iir size, one-story high, and 
will have accommodations for 8,000 or 
10.000 books, newsi)a])ors and maga­ 
zines. and living quarters for the stalT. 
It is hoped and expected that each of 
these libraries will bo In charge of a 
trained librarian. 
In each camp it is 
planned to have a library headquarters 
with books o.nd periodicals for read- 
Ing-room use, together witli a system 
of distributing agencies; ail'ording to 
tlie soldiers n kind of first-class city 
public library service. 
A careful survey of tbe entire field 
determined tkat $1 Is the amount nec­ 
essary for the purchase, maintenance 


and circulation of one book. 
One dol­ 
lar, It has boon figured, will furnish a 
l)ook, keep It in circulation until it Is 
Worn out. rojilace it when it is retired 
for ])hyslcal disability, and all the time 
pay a share of tho expense of properly 
housing and caring for these libraries 
in the various camps. 
It Is not to be imagined that the stu­ 
pendous task of furnishing the sol­ 
diers with books; equipping, establish­ 
ing and maintaining libraries, both sta­ 
tionary and traveling, is undertaken 
with, prinuirlly, an cducatloiuil idea. 
Tho books are needed not only to pro­ 
vide recreation for the soldiers when 
they are off duty, but to help coun­ 
teract evil infiuonces in the vicinities 
of tho camps and cantonments. Books 
to read will help to make the camps so 
wholesome and attractive that tho 
forces that tend to take men away 
from their duty will lose, at least part, 
of ihoir charm. 
There Is no desire on the part of tho 
American Library association nor tbe 
library war council to thrust educa­ 
tional bi)()ks at the heads of men al­ 
ready tired from training and from 
fighting and who would desire rocroa* 
tIon rather than the ac(|ulsitIon of | 
knowledge. Tho aim bits bo(Mi and will 
^ 
be to provide in abundalico volumes of 
sliort stories and novels of (Ik * more 
popular sort; and those when they ai‘c 
nirchased, from the present fund, will 
be selected with ail t]i<* acumen that 
comes to nu'n whose lives have boon 
spent in library .‘Service.

In those three llttIV words! You'll know yourself, after awhile. A real, 
dyed-in-the-wool American sohlior, of course, is a gentleman, too. . . , 
However, there is bound to be a chance to win your chevrons. 
Tve never yet seen tlie man who tried hard for promotion, if he tried 
honorably, who came out of'it a private. In spite cf their bluff military 
nuxnners, ofilcers are just like you under tho sklii; they are quick to 
recognize, and they are most heartily glad to recognize, the golden 
qualities of a soldier and a gentleman in an enlisted man.

Also, remember this: You are ifi tho service to fight for your coun- 
tiT. and not to make soldiering a trade; you are going across the At­ 
lantic for the purpose of whipping Germany, and for no other reason.

Great Heat Loss on Ocean 
Ships Is Held Unavoidable. 


^On all sea-going steamers the steam 
is condensed by sea w'ator pumped 
through tho surface condensers. 
This 
circulating w ater is then discharged 
overboard. 
In the process of conden­ 
sation the cooling w^ater, taken in-at 
temperatures varying form 32 to S8 
degrees Fahrenheit, according to cli­ 
matic and other conditions, is raised to 
temperatures varying from SO to 120 
degrees and then discharged. 
This great loss of heat is practically 
unavoidable, says tho Popultir Science 
IMonthly. Even on comparatively small 
steameVs hundreds of tons of heated 
w’ater are pumped overboard daily. 
This constitutes one of the greatest 
heat losses in the operation of steam 
machinery, although sometimes a por­ 
tion of the w’ar w^ater is used for scrub­ 
bing decks and for bath w^ater on pas­ 
senger ships. 


Japanese Eat Ice. 


The .Tapanose are probably the onij 
civilized people in the w’orld wlio eai 
ice in tho w’ay they do. 
Blocks oi 
small cakes of ice smashed into linj 
pebbly pieces aro eaten with sugar anti 
lemon or any other mixture one maj 
fanc5\ But by far the commonest w’aj 
of eating ice is to shave into snowy 
flakes by means of a plane and swal­ 
low^ it with sw’eetenod w^ater into wiiich 
various appetizers may be throwm, such 
as fruit juice or sw'eetmeats, says the 
Japanese Advertiser. 
Ice cream, milk 
and eggs shaken with ice, and other 
kinds of cooling beverages are sold in 
an ever-increasing quantity, but the old 
style of eating ice— that is, in the 
above described “koriniidzu” fashion— 
is still in the greatest vogue. 
Every 
summer finds the number of kori shops 
swxiling at an enormous ratio. 


Oldest American City. 


The first permanent European set­ 
tlement in 
the United
